-rt ANAIMO, Sept. 11.— At a meet- 
j\j big- of the creditors of A. Haslam 
n tonight there was a large at- 
tendance and considerable dis- 
cussion took place as to the best means; 
of settling- up the estate. \V. Manson 
was elected chairman and William 
Lelghton secretary; and Mr. Crosby, 
supervisor for the Royal Bank, JO. 
Quennell, Nanalmo, and R. Hamilton, 
of the Hamilton Manufacturing- Com- 
pany, were appointed inspectors. The 
meeting then endorsed the appoint- 
ment of the assignees. After this a 
statement of the assots and liabilities 
was handed to all present, showing 
the liabilities to be nearly $is:i,l)00 and 
the assets nearly $46,000, consisting of 
book debts, logs, real estate, machin- 
ery at camp, trade paper discounted 
:-, ml the steamer Alert, all of which 
is secured to certain creditors by 
mortgage or Hen. The rest of the 
property, not valued, includes the sash 
and door factory and sawmill, with all 
appurtenances, logging camp outfits 
and 12,917 acres of timber limits, 
leased, with a term of eighteen years 
yet to run. This land Is estimated to 
yield 100,000,000 feet of cedar, 225,000,- 
000 feet of (ir and 8, 000, 000 feet of 
hemlock. 

Mr. Haslam Explains 

In explaining his position, Mr. Has- 
lam said his losses were made up 
chiefly on the following Items: Loss 
by lire, about $00,000; loss on No. - 
logging camp by defective machinery, 
etc.. $30,000; loss on the Jervis 
Inlet claim, on which he had spent 
$5,000, and on suit in which he was 
decided not to be the owner and in 
which judgment was given for $10,000. 
$15,000; real estate losses, $23,500; 
loss on running the old mill while 
trying to secure a site for a new one, 
$27,000; interest on borrowed money. 
$15,000. These, with other losses, 
figured up a total of about $183,000. 
He regretted very much the necessity 
for making the assignment, but these 
heavy losses left him no alternative, 
and after considering matters care- 
fully he had concluded that with as- 
sistance he would make the following 
offer: To pay preferred claims and 
three months' wages in full, and give 
thirty cents on the dollar to the rest 
of the creditors within 90 days. 

This proposal was discussed for 
some time, during which it appeared 
that the Royal Bank of Canada was 
secured by a. mortgage in their claim 
of $35,000. Finally a motion was 
passed accepting Mr. Haslam's pro- 
posal providing he could get the con- 
sent of all creditors by signature to 
such proposal. The meeting then ad- 
jou rned. 

Charged With Manslaughter 

The Jury empaneled to enquire into 
the cause of the death of Isaac Dykes 
on Friday night last, tonight returned 
a verdict that the deceased came to 
his death in a drunken brawl at the 
hands of one Pat Malone. Mulone 
was then charged with manslaughter 
and will be given a preliminary hear- 
ing tomorrow. 

A Japanese miner named Tana kn em- 
ployed in the Cumberland mines was 
killed by a fall of coal while working 
yesterday. He was preparing a shot 
when a huge piece of con! weighing sev- 
leral tons came down on him instantly 
crushing out his life. He was alone at 
the lime of the accident ami it being 
Mear tin' end of the shift all hands went 
to the surface ami deceased was not 
missed until he failed to put in an ap- 
pearance at home. Inquiry was made 
ami the mine searched when the body 
was found frightfully mangled beneath 
a huge pile of coal. 



OIL FOR THE NAVY. 



Admiralty Decides Upon Extension of a-* 
Use of New Fuel. 



I London, Sept. 11. — Exhaustive ex- 
periments witli the use of oil on battle- 
ships have proved so satisfactory that 
the British admiralty have ordered the 
erection of a tfreat oil storing depot at 
Plymouth with jetties at which tank 
steamers can moor. It is understood that, 
stores of oil will he established at most 
of the home ports. 



FIGHTING IN MOROCCO. 

United States Consul Reports En- 
counters Near Tangiers. 

l Washington, Sept. 11. — The follow- 
ing cablegram has been received at the 
Stale Department from American min- 
ister Gummore dated at Tangier today: 
"The tribes are fighting in the imme- 
diate neighborhood of Tangier the Agn- 
Jiero versus Kaisulis tribes. The govern- 
ment is undecided in its position and the 
situation is entirely uncomfortable. A 
joint protest is being made by the diplo- 
matic corps to the minister of foreign 
affairs. Have been informed that the 
mountains are unsafe and am returning 
to Tangier immediately." 

It appears that Mr. Gummere had 
leased the beautiful residence former- 
ly occupied by Ion l'erdicaris which was 
the scene of his kidnapping by Kaisuli 
and is situated some distance in t lie 
country. 



EARTHQUAKES IN ITALY, 

King Victor Emmanuel Visits Grief- 
Stricken Towns of Calabria. 

Monte I. eon. Calabria, Sept 1 1. — King 
Victor Emmanuel arrived here today to 
visit the places stricken by the earth- 
quake. He was received by Signer For- 
Iraris, I lie minister of public works and 
the population who gave him a demon- 
strative and grateful welcome. Signor 
Ferraris had previously visited the vil- 
lage »f Stnmmnrro, which presented a 
terrible spectacle. All the houses have 
been destroyed ami the inhabitants are 
in a condition of terror. During the 
railway trip from Triparni, Signor Fer- 
raris saw from an elevation the ruins 
of a village completely destroyed. Tri- 
parni shows the immensity of' the dis- 
aster. The western wall of all the 
buildings have tumbled down and the 
minister stood at the edge of a great 6s- 
.stire iii the earth where formerly existed 
a portion of the pluce now swallowed 
up.

MURDERER MAKES CONFESSION. 

After Thirty Years' Silence Conscience 
Stricken Man Speaks. 

Minot, S. I)., Sept. 11.— "When my 
lifeless body is found, wire my mother. 
She can reveal the awful Becrel of my 
wretched life. I can endure it no 
longer." The foregoing note was 
found by Frank Byer, who lives on a 
claim on Hlddenwood, near this 
county. It was written by one of his 
harvest hands culled Prank, who lias 
disappeared. 

In th.- letter tlie writer, who signs 
himself Charles Herzig, says: "Dear 
.Mr. Byer — In tin early seventies 
Charles Sterling, a suppose,] tramp, 
was tried for the murder of Lizzie 
Grombacker, a beautiful young woman 
residing near Y ( oungstown, in Mahon- 
ing county, Ohio. He was convicted 
on circumstantial evidence anil was 
hanged for the crime In the county 
jail at Youngstown. Charles Sterling 
was an innocent man. I am guilty of 
the murder of that young- girl." 

Youngstown. <>., Sept. 11. — Nothing 
could bo learned of the Herzig family, 
supposed to live near Girard. No one 
knows .Mrs. Catherlrie Herzig at 
Girard, although enquiry was made of 
the postmaster. It was said that a 
family of that name had formerly lived 
In that vicinity, but no one knows 
them at the present time. 

The murder of Lizzie Grombacker 
occurred in L874, and Charles Ster- 
ling, a. tramp, was hanged for It in 
1S77, after two trials. Sterling main- 
tained his innocence to the end. 



ST. I'F/rLRSBFkG, Sept. ll.— De- 
spatches from Baku received to- 
day indicate that increased quiet 
and betted conditions are prevail- 
ing there. No further fires have 
occurred. Troops which have arrived 
there are now holding the oil fields under 
control. The news from other parts of 
tn<- Caucasus, however, Is very disquiet- 
ing, Disturbances are spreading all 
over the region more or less seriously. 

Gil men representing an animal pro- 
duetion of £500,000,000 met today ami 
determined to ask the state for assist- 
ance in obtaining a lit » year loan with- 
out interest to- cover the losses resulting 
from the castrophe at Baku without 
which they declared 108 or the 133 com- 
panies would be nimble to continue in 
business. The meeting also drew up a 
remonstrance which they will ask Fi- 
nance .Minister KokovsolT to present to 
Emperor Nicholas, stating that it is im- 
possible for the naptha industry to ex- 
ist miller present conditions and that the 
companies would not resume operations 
unless guarantees were given them that 
order would soon be restored and per- 
manently maintained in the oil regions. 

The oil men in Ni/.hnij Novgorod and 
Astrakhan express the fear that attempts 
will be made to burn the stocks of oil 
stored there and (hey ask for the taking 
of protective measures. 

Latest From Baku 
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received from Haku reports that the 
situation there is growing worse, 
culler unconfirmed despatches assert 
that the rioters are stubbornly con- 
tinuing their attacks anil that the Tar- 
tars anil Kurds are plundering in the 
Blacktown district. The despatches 
say that on Sunday tin- soldiers Bred 
into a crowd of Russian workmen, 
killing seventeen. 

UNSUCCESSFUL EXPEDITION. 

Attempt to Scale H imalnycs by Swiss 
Climbers Fails. 

Berne, Switzerland, Sept. II. — A 
telegram was received today from the 
Swiss expedition which is attempting 
to reach tie- summit of the Western 
Himalayas, saying that Lieut. Cache 
has been crushed by an avalanche and 
that the expedition is returning. 

ANGLO-JAPANESE TREATY. 

London, Sept. 1 1.— Further delay 
has occurred in the publication of the 
text of the Anglo-Japanese treaty. It 
was decided hist week to issue the 
treaty this evening, or September 12 
,-it the latest, but the Associated Press 
was informed tit the foreign office 
today that probably several days will 
elapse before the text of the treaty 
Is made public, No intimation is 
given regarding the cause of the delay. 
The Impression prevails that It is due 
to ;l request of the Japanese, but for 
What reason is not stated.

GERMAN SUBMARINES. 

Experimental Boat Now Being Con- 
structed for Navy. 

Berlin, Sept. 11.— The North German 
Gazette in correcting reports appear- 
ing In the newspapers to the effect 
that the naval authorities had pur- 
chased from the Germanla shipbuild- 
ing works at Kiel a submarine boat 
which had been rejected by the Rus- 
sian government, says: "Germany's 
first experiments will be a. submarine 
boat now being constructed by the 
Germanla works In accordance with 
designs furnished to the imperial 
marine office. Owing to the thorough 
manner ' In which experiments are 
being made to Insure the safety of the 
crew and the adjustment of the 
mechanical equipment, the first trial 
with the submarine cannot begin be- 
fore the late autumn, as the vessel 
litis not yet been launched," 



NEW JlORK, Sept. 11.— The death 
list of today's frightful accident 
on the Ninth Ave elevated rail- 
way when a car crowded with 
early morning workers on their way 
down town pitched 'headlong into Hie 
street, stands at 12. Three men arc 
in the hospital with fractured skulls, 
one of these, who remains unidentified at 
Roosevelt hospital, is unconscious and 
not expected to live long. More than two 
score of persona were injured, many of 
them serious. 

The cause of the accident and the im- 
fmediute responsibility remains to he set- 
tled. The motormnn of tin.' wrecked 
train is a fugitive, while a switchman, 
conductor and four guards are under ar- 
rest. The switchman is charged with 
manslaughter, and the trainmen tire held 
as witnesses. 

Tonight Coroner Schiler. who has un- 
dertaken the work of fixing the blame 
'for the wireck, announced that, the 
.switchman's bond had been placed at 
$5,000 and those f the witnesses at $100 
Whatever may have caused the mis- 
take, the worst in the history of the 
overhead railroads in New York, came 
when a .southbound train on the 9th 
Ave line wns switched off to the Otli Ave. 
line at 53rd St., junction. The motor- 
man, expecting a clear track on the dl- 
Ireet line of !)th Ave, or disregarding the 
warning signal that the switch was open 
rushed his train along at it high rate 
of speed.. The first car swung around 
the right angle curve, holding to the 
rails because of the weight of the train 
behind. Then the strain became too 
great. The couplings broke, the second 
car was whirled about almost end for 
end and to the horror of those who look- 
ed on from below, pitched into the 
street. 

Car Pitches Into Street 

The first indication persons on the 
sidewalk had thai an accident was oc- 
curing was an unusually loud rumbling 
along the overhead structure. Looking 
up they saw a shower of sparks, then 
followed splinters and sounds of splitting 
■timbers. Suddenly the outer guard rail 
of the railroad structure gave way. There 
was suddenly a rain of human bodies 
■and :i deafening crash as the heavy car 
fell to the street. For an instant the 
vehicle stood fairly on end, then the 
.sides gave way as if they were of paste- 
board belching out a mass of humanity, 

The passengers who had not jumped 
from the platforms before the crash came 
were thrown into u mass at the forward 
lend of the car. As the injured men and 
nvomen were struggling to free them- 
selves, the heavy front trucks of the 
third car of the train was hurled almost 
in their midst as the car itself jumped 
partly off the .elevated structure and 
WHS wedged agllinsl a building on the 
southeast corner of Dili Ave and 53rtl 
Istreet. 

i. Eight persons were dead when taken 
out of the wreck and four died later 
at hospitals. 

! Before the great crowds collected by 
the news of the wreck could be cleared 
away the police were compelled to use 
their heavy sticks on a number of men 
who were attempting to snatch jewelry 
or other valuables from the dead. The 
officers had no time to make arrests, con- 
'tenting themselves with drubbing the 
miscreants as heavily as they could. 
Employees Are Arrested 
Coroner Scholer, who was soon oil 
the scene of the wreck, ordered the ar- 
rest of all those immediately concerned. 
Search was at once made for the motor- 
man. I'au! Kelly, who secured a position 
on the elevated lines six months ago. 
lie came here from St. Louis. Kelly 
could not be found and tit a late hour 
tonight was still missing, although it 
was stated he had spent the afternoon 
nt the house of a friend. 

The switchman in the tower at Otli 
Ave and 53rd street, Cornelius Jackson, 
was tirst arrested. Then Conductor 
.1. W. Johnson, and guards Timothy 
Hi«Kinson, .1. .McDavitt. W. L. Berry 
and 1'.. Clark were taken into custody. 

At a preliminary hearing this after- 
noon all the men waived examination. 
Two versions of the cause of the wreck 
were told to the coroner, one of these 
was thai t lie switchman had set the 
tracks for a Orb Ave train and when he 
saw his mistake had attempted to 
(remedy it while the train was on Hie 
curve, the change throwing the second 
third and fourth ear- off the track. 

Tlie Kwithrinan, however, declares the 
wrecked train had (ith Ave signals set 

and I \| ted it to slow down to lake 

the curve. Instead, it maintained the 

s ] I usual with Dili Ave trains on tlie 

direct line. The curve at 53rd St.. is a 
sharp one ami is practically nnhanked, 
according to statement made today. It 
is intended to he taken slowly and is nol 
constructed lor a higher rate of speed 
than six miles all hour. 

An Earlier Report 
New York, Sept. II. — Ten persons 
were killed and more than forty in- 
Jured when tic second car of a Ninth 
avenue elevated train jumped the 
track and fell from the structure to 
the street at the junction of the Sixth 
and Ninth avenue lines at Firty-third 
street and Ninth avenue al 7 a. in. 
today. The dead are: Jacob M. 
Anspatch, a merchant and member of 
the Newark board of trade; Erpest 
P. Scheible, nn electrician; Theodore 
Morris, colored; John Corcoran; Solo- 
mon Neugast, employed by the Mutual 
Chemical Co.; Cornelius McCarthy, 
laborer; William Lees, electrician; 
Joseph Hap, policeman; James Coop- 
er; ;m unidentified woman. 

Light bodies of those killed in the 
wreck were taken to Forty-seventh 
street police station and laid out for 
identification. 

The head which wns found detached 
from the body was that of Solomon 
Nugast. lie bad been sitting at the 
front end of the car which jumped 
Into the street, when a sharp piece 
of board or metal severed ills head 
from his body as cleanly ns though 
done with an axe. Both head and 
body were found on the tracks, but 
separated by several yards. 

"I am satisfied Unit the whole acci- 
dent was due to the criminal careless- 
ness of the switchman," said the coro- 
ner this morning. "In the first place, 
he made a mistake In turning- the 
Ninth avenue train Into Fifty-third 
street, and then added to his blunder 
by turning the switch back again In 
an attempt ' to divert the train Into 
Ninth avenue again. The last mis- 
take caused Hie terrible accident and 
loss of life." 
Cornelius A. Jackenson, tlie switch- 
- 



man who was blamed for causing tlie 
disaster, was arrested at Ids home 
after the accident. He maintained 
that he had set the switch right.

Eleventh Biennial International Con- 
vention Listens to President. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 11,— Several 
hundred delegates from various parts of 
the United States, Canada, New Found- 
laud and Mexico met in Faneuil Hal' 
here today to attend the session of the 
eleventh biennial convention of tlie In- 
ternational Association of Machinists. 
The delegates represent about 800 lodges 
President O'Connoll, in his annual ad- 
dress, accredited the success of the or- 
ganization to the splendid discipline pre- 
vailing throughout the country. lie urged 
the members to do everything possible to 
avoid trivial and unnecessary strikes. 
' President O'Connoll declared that only 
unfair employers advocate the open 
shops nnd the 'abolition of the union. Ho 
recommended that in the larger indus- 
trial centres (he unions bringing together 
apprentice hoys not eligible to member- 
ship in the machinists body into tin or- 
ganization by themselves to he taught in 
the higher branches of the trade. In 
strike benefits, the grand lodge paid out 
$875,000. The membership is over 500,- 
000 with over 800 lodges.

The prin- 
cipal objection was that it might oper- 
ate in the future to prevent the con- 
clusion of another treaty between the 
United States and Cuba in the nature 
of reciprocal favors to bo bestowed 
upon the shipping of the two coun- 
tries. Minister Squires has been In- 
structed that the treaty would not bo 
objectionable if a provision were at- 
tached that it shall not be Invoked 
by the British government an a basis 
for demanding favored nation treat- 
ment such as would be enjoyed by 
the United States In any treaty to be 
entered into with Cuba In the future. 



GRANT'S PASS, Ore., Sept. 11.—

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ARMY HEARS PEACE TERMS. 

Speculation as to Point at Which 
Japan Takes Control. 

Godzyadani, Manchuria, Sept. 9. — 
(Delayed) — The peace terms became 
known here today. The majority con- 
shier them inoffensive to Russian 
honor and dignity. It is not clear at 
what station the railroad Is to bo 
turned over to the Japanese, whether 
at Kwangchengtse or at Chantufu. 
This question is important. If the 
turnover occurs at Kwangchengtse, 
then Russia cedes to Japan a hundred 
miles of yet unoccupied line and other- 
wise the only coal mines south of 
Harbin. From Chantufu start all tlie 
trade routes to the very rich Kirln 
province, and should the road become 
the property of tlie Jtipane.se to 
Kwangchengtse, the complete posses- 
sion of Chantufu will place Kirln 
province entirely under Japanese in- 
fluence, This would be very unde- 
sirable for Russia. 

What Russia Would Like 

Should the transfer occur at Chan- 
tufu or further south, Kirin province, 
which has supported the Russian army 
for six months, would remain Russian, 
which would be particularly advan- 
tageous, because the southern portion 
of the railroad has no natural outlet. 
This and many other questions, such 
as Russian right to maintain consular 
officials and commercial agents at 
Llaoyang, Mukden, 1'ort Arthur and 
Port Dalny, should its claim here be 
settled before the armies withdraw 
from their .strategic positions. A high 
Oflicer declared today that It would be 
Impolitic to permit the Japanese to 
settle In Kwangchengtse, for In case 
of another war they could reach Har- 
bin in fifty hours, occupy Kirln and 
cut Russia off from the Amur regions.

The moat Important matter whlcli 
developed at yesterday evening's meet-

He Informed 
the council that the British Columbia 
Electric railway, through their repre- 
sentative, A. B. McPhlllips, K. C., had 
posted notices for the use of the water 
after it had passed the power bouse, 
which was the same portion which 
had been applied for by the city. The 
solicitor then went into the legul 
aspect of the question of the right to 
the water. The communication was 
referred to the board of works and 
will be discussed on Thursday even- 
Ins. 

Preceding the regular meeting- the 
aldermen were waited upon by a 
deputation from the Natural History 
Society In reference to the suggested 
improvements at the park. The depu- 
tation was composed of 10. Robinson, 
W. J. Sutton and Mr. Wallace. Tlie 
former was called on to state tlie 
wishes of the society 111 doing so 
he called attention to the work al- 
ready done by the society in beauti- 
fying the park, having Imported song- 
birds and secured the prevention of 
the wanton destruction of the wild 
(lowers. At present the society has 
about fiOO varieties of native Mowers 
and shrubs, and no effort has yet been 
made lo arrange them in a way that 
visitors might see and admire them. 

Mayor Barnard was heartily in 
favor of the scheme, but thought it 
should go to the park committee for 
report. 

Mr. Wallace presented a sketch of 
the proposed improvements, which 
was examined by the aldermen, and 
it was then decided to meet the depu- 
tation again next week. 

Mr. Grlmshaw, representing Mrs. 
Louisa Mulrhead, of San Francisco, 
owner of a barn on Moss street, 
which has become unsanitary, and 
representatives from the owner of a 
wash-house on View street were also 
present to show cause why the build- 
ing should not be removed. The mat- 
ter was laid over. 

On adjourning to the council cham- 
ber, tlio first business on the list was 
an Invitation from the mayor and 
aldermen of New Westminster to the 
Dominion fair, which was accepted 
with thanks, 

Messrs. Weiler Bros, complained of 
the unsanitary condition of a building 
on Broad street, and notified the 
council that they would be held liable 
for any sickness which may arise. 
Referred to the sanitary officer for 
report. 

A communication from E. M. John- 
son requested that the report of the 
assessor on the proposed sidewalk on 
Cook street should be referred back 
and reported on separately. It hail 
been understood that the petitions 
against the work on both sides of 
Cook street would be taken up separ- 
ately, but such had not been the case.

Two convicts died of 
the disease at Onesen. The totals In 
this district in which cholera cases 
have been more numerous than In any 
other section, are only :;:! cases and 
15 deaths. 

Marlenvverder, West Prussia, Sept. 

— Six fresh cases of cholera have 
been reported in live places in this 
dlntrlct. Two deaths have occurred. 

Si. Petersburg, Sept. 11. The s ..v- 
eruuienl reiterates olUciully that the out- 
break of cholera did nol originate in 
Russia as tliii lirst men among whom 
the disease was discovered, although 
Ihey eaine down the Vistula, had been 
in ( iermii ny for a fortnight before they 
became ill.

,1. J. Babcock, provincial commission- 
er of fisheries was interviewed yesterday 
by a Colonist reporter 011 his return | 
from the Fraser river where bo has been 
observing the conditions of the salmon 
on the spawning grounds, after tracing 
their course up the straits Xrom the 
ocean. 

I Ho reports the run tip the river to 
have been unusually large this season, 
the salmon for the most part making 
straight for the river from the ocean 
by the most direct route and crowding in 
the upper reaches of the Fraser in an 
altogether phenomenal manner. lie 
visited the salmon hatcheries at Seatou 
Juke, where by a series of yviers in the 
passages it was possible to estimate the 
iiumber of fish taken in , the calculation 
being that some 80,000 were supplied to 
Anderson lake, about 70,000 to Sea ton 
Jake and about 100,000 left on the wiers 
for hatching purposes. The other hatch- 
eries on the river were also supplied in 
like manner and proportion. The Ques- 
nell spawning grounds were also found 
to be in satisfactory workiug order, the 
■fish ladder at the dam having proved 
a success and these grounds lie estimates 
ns one fourth of the Fraser river spawn- 
ing area. The yield of which is calculat- 
ed to compensate for a somewhat shorter 
run than was recorded in 1001. 
1 Crossing to the Horsefly river Mr. 
Babcock's observations from that point 
were generally satisfactory and he is of 
'opinion that froili the nature of the 
steady run this year more spawn will be 
laid in the headwaters of the Quesnell 
1 As regards the canning industry gen- 
erally Mr. Babi k found that the work 

had been considerably handicapped by 
the difficulty of procuring skilled labor. 
The net result of Mr. Babcock's obser- 
vations is that whilst another fat year 
(may be confidently expected four years 
hence, it will be probably preceded by 
three lean years of possibly exceptional- 
ly meagre proportions. 
/ Mr. Bubcock returns in time to be 
present at the meeting of tho 1!. C. Fish- 
eries commission recently appointed by 
the Federal government at Ottawa, 
which will convene at the Driard hotel 
at 10 a.m. on Tuesday the ISJtli inst. 
The deliberations of the meeting will

THE PROVINCIAL SUBSIDIES. 

The Montreal Gazette returns *o the 
■question of the Increase in the -provin- 
cial subsidies, to be discussed at th 
proposed convention of provincial pre- 
*niers, to whom it refers its the 
■"raiders," us though they contem- 
plated taking the Dominion treasury 
toy storm, instead Of by <juiet and con 
stitutional methods. It Quotes from 
too speeches made by Sir A. T. Gait 
•and George Brown in 1865 to show 
•hat the intention of the framers of 
Confederation was that die arrange- 
ments made With the provinces should 
be final and unalterable. Lot us, foJr 
argument's sake, assume that the 
statement irs true — and In all prob- 
ability it Is true — what does It prove? 
Not that the position which the prov- 
inces take now is not a logical and a 
necessary one. It only goes to show 
that the framers of the B. N. A. Act, 
however wise and prudent they may 
have been— and we must give them 
every credit for far-seeing and com- 
prehensive statesmanship' — could have 
foreseen everything or made adequate 
provision for the financial require- 
ments of the provinces for all time 
to come. The conditions of Canada 
liave changed so much since the year 
that Sir A. T. Jolt and George Brown 
gttve utterance to the sentiments 
quoted by the G;izette that you might 
as well try to publish that paper on 
the same kind of printing press that 
was used In 1SG5, as to expect the 
country to get along with exactly the 
same kind of financial arrangements 
that were adequate then. No part of 
the machinery of Confederation was 
so much Of an experiment as the 
financial features, because it was quite 
impossible to anticipate the develop- 
ments of the future. The expansion 
which lias taken place In the country, 
and the development that has followed 
upon the opening up of the country, 
has really worked in n. way unfavor- 
able to the provinces financially. The 
responsibilities of the provincial g-ov 
emments have increased with popula 
tion, while, on. the other hand, the 
revouaoes of the provinces hi the way 
of timber and lands, have been gradu- 
ally becoming less. In some of the 
provinces practically all the land and 
timber have been alienated, and in 
all of them the best has been parted 
with. These are facts that are over- 
looked. The administration of justice 
and the educational systems especially 
have been steadily growing In ex- 
pense to the provinces as the result of 
increased population. This is true of 
all the provinces, and it is especially 
true of British Columbia, where the 
conditions are emphasized. The very 
fact that the special conditions In this 
province to which we refer were- not 
taken into consideration at the time 
of the admission of British Columbia 
Is the basis of a sound claim for 
special recognition. With physical 
conditions to deal with which greatly 
increase the cost of administration, as 
compared with other provinces, we 
an: nevertheless placed "on all fours" 
with them as to financial resources. 
We do not ask the Gazette to accept 
that as a .statement of fact, but let 
it assume that it Is a correct one. and. 
in that event, will it hold it OS Just 
that, because the terms of Confedera- 
tion were intended to lie final and 
unalterable, no remedy should lie 
sought lor such a state of affairs? If 
the reasoning be correct as to one 
province, it is correct for all provinces. 
It lenol sufficient reply to say that the 
provinces have been extravagant. The 
question to decide Is: Is the provi- 
sion for provincial requirements ade- 
quate? Originally all the revenues 
belonged to the colonies which becam 
provinces. The latter have, so t 
speak, an equity of right In the funds 
of the Dominion, which is trustee fi 
all the revenues it collects througl 
out the country. If the provinces 
have been extravagant, it will not be 
denied that the Dominion lias been 
extravagant as well. It is all the 
people's money in the end, and 11 
several governments are responsible to 
the people for their administration of 
these funds. What the people are 
more Interested In than as holding the 
terms of (Jon federation, as sacred :uid 
inviolable is that the relations of the 
provinces with the Dominion should 
be fair :uul amicable. If they are not 
fair, if they are not adequate, no 
fetish about the constitution being 
unchangeable should stand In the way 
of a readjustment. We grant that it 
is a good thing not to change too 
often, as then- must be a reasonable 
permanency and stability about the 
constitution, but It is not beyond the 
amendments which time and changed 
circumstances demand. We have only 
to consider the terms granted to the 
new provinces, to note to what extent 
the principle of readjustment has 
been recognized in advance, and it is 
to he assumed that the older provinces 
• are entitled to <jqual consideration. 
Alberta and Saskatchewan have been 
created under especially favorable cir 
cumatances. They i.re compact and 
uniform, presenting rime of the physd 
cal obstacles to development peculiar 
to British Columbia. At the same 
time, population la flowing in rapidly as 
the re-suit of the efforts of the Do- 
minion government in promoting im- 



migration; the most liberal provision 
lias been made for transportation 
facilities, without cost to theinspjives; 
and they are having allowance, made 
for the debts of other provinces as- 
sumed by the Dominion government, 
the greater part of which was created 
for railway purposes. The other prov- 
inces have had, so to speak, to bear 
the heat and burden of the day, and 
much of their debt, and increased ex- 
penditures have been the result of 
works of development which have 
either been provided for the new 
provinces or will not be necessary in 
the circumstances. 



THE COMMONWEALTH 



BUDGET, 

■ 

In the Colonial Goldflelds Gazette 
tlmre is an interesting resume of the 
budget speech of Sir John Forrest, 
minister of finance of the Australian 
Commonwealth. From this it appears 
that the total revenue for the past 
financial year was JC 11,400,000, which 
was £100,000 below the -estimate, and 
out of which £7,141,000 was paid bade 
to the states under the arrangement 
determining the financial relations be- 
tween the states and the Common 
wealth. The principal items of rev- 
enue are .£8,S00,000 on account of 
customs and excise, and £2,030,000 on 
account of post office and telegrftpl 
service. It. is not satisfactory to 
know that tllo estimated revenue for 
the present financial year is less than 
last year's actual revenue by £73,000 

There was a slight surplus, the ex- 
penditure being about £ 10,000 less 
than the revenue. Xiess the sums paid 
back to the states of tho Common- 
wealth, it amounted to £4,318,000 
The government may be endeavoring 
to exercise economy, but the facts 
appear to be against that assumption, 
as, despite the falling off of revenue, 
the estimated expenditure for the cur- 
rent year shows an increase of nearly 
£300,000. 

Tiie principal increases in the fed- 
eral expenditure are: Naval contri- 
bution, £51,000; Increased bounty oh 
locally-grown sugar, £25,000; de- 
fence, £25,000; posts and telegraphs, 
£88,000; and new public works, 
£118,000. The total expense to Aus- 
tralia of federation this year amounts 
to £297,000, being la "5d per head of 
the population. 

That the ffmtaiclal arrangements ns 
between the Commonwealth and the 
states are not final or satisfactory 
seems to be evident from a statement 
made by Sir John Forrest, declaring 
himself in favor of talcing over the 
state Indebtedness, amounting to 
£ 234,(100,000, and also of changing the 
basis of payment to the states to the 
system in vogue in Canada, by which 
the provinces are paid a fixed sum 
per annum. This is extremely inter- 
esting at the present time, when the 
provincial governments of Canada are 
urging the Dominion government to 
readjust the financial relations in their 
favor. There Is no suggestion of 
changing the basis of payments, all 
that Is proposed being an Increase. In 
the amounts at present received. In 
Australia there is an arrangement for 
returning to the states all the surplus 
over and above what Is required for 
paying actual expenditure. Some have 
thought that some such system as 
that ought to have been adopted in 
Canada hut now that Australia is 
talking of adopting our system so soon 
after federation, we shall perhaps be 
better satisfied with the arrangement 
we have. 

Sir John took a hopeful view of the 
future of Australia He referred tc 
Its past history, ;uul to the fact that 
although the present population was 
only five millions, it had, since 1852 
raised gold and other minerals to the 
value of £011.000.000. In 1904 the 
gold yield was valued at £10.000,000, 
ind that of other minerals at £8,000,- 
000. The number of acres under cul- 
tivation was 12.0011,000. and the value 
of exports of wheat £5.25(1.000, butter 
£ 2.500,000. and wool £17.000,000. 

The external trade for the year 
amounted to £94,500,000, 71 per cent, 
of which was with Great Britain and 
British possessions. There were 
£ 90,000.000 on deposit in banks. £21,- 
500,000 in coin and bulliot 
£35,000,000 in savings banks, 
shipping tonnage which entered Aus- 
tralian harbors during the year to- 
taled 29,000.000. .Most of the above 
were the highest figures on record. 
The external trade exceeds that of 
Denmark, Norway, Sweden, Switzer- 
land, Spain, Portugal or Japan. The 
production from primary producing 
industries includes manufactures val- 
ued ol about £120,000.000 annually.

There is grave danger 
that the railway dlplomnts of the B,i T. 
P. may retard the development of the 
Northwest through their desire to make 
Immediate dividends. The extensive paral- 
leling ot the C. P. It. by the «. T. P. 
•was never anticipated <by the (people of 
Canada. There is a decided difference of 
opinion with regard to the route now be- 
ing adopted by the G. T. V. for 275 miles 
west of Portage la Prairie. It Is contend- 
ed in many quarters by well informed 
men that for the present that district Is 
amply provided with railways. There Is a 
vast untouched region more remote that 
needs opening "P and a country-bout line 
should be directed' towards this work 
rather than grabbing at the business of a 
line that is only now beginning to make 
fair earnings. ' 

The government made a huge mistake 
when It constructed the Intercolonial over 
Its present rout.-. The result Is that It 
now has to build another line through New 
Brtmswiok. Let it not blunder again, or 
In a few years It unity- have to consider 
building an additional transcontinental 
mllwny over the route thtft should have 
•been covered by the G. T. P. The south- 
em N'orthwest needs no further railway as- 
sistance from the government. The lines 
already then: will throw out fornncnes as 
occasion demands, and the cry that « 
petition Is needed, In the light of 
fact that the railway commission has It In 
its power to regulate freight rates, Is nl 
surd. Besides, when the competitive line 
are firmly established history will repeat 
Itself and an understanding 'Will be nr 
rived nt to keep art freight rates. If th 
present programme is carried out the peo- 
ple of Canada will be called upon in the 
near future to assist In building either a 
new trunk line or u number of branch 
Hues in order to open up country that they 
were originally lead to believe the G. T. 
P. would open up to settlers. 

The point made by the Free Press 
Is a strong one, viz., that the Grand 
'Trunk Pacific is being assisted by the 
country to do something which It 
proposes to leave undone, and that 
the country will bo called upon to 
subsidize other railways, or branches 
of existing railways, to serve the pur- 
pose- that ought to be served now— to 
pay twice for the same thing. A sim- 
ilar blunder has been perpetrated, or 
will be perpetrated, in the eastern end 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific line, the 
government-owned end. it Is stated 
on good authority that the Dominion 
government Is determined upon get- 
ting rid of the Intercolonial, which 
will be sold at a song compared with 
what It has cost, because it does not 
pay. The government has reduced its 
value by proposing to build a road 
parallel to and in competition with 
It— an instance of what might well be 
termed "frenzied finance.".

The growers offered $1, but the 
Indians, having made a tidy sum by 
salmon fishing, felt independent and de- 
manded $1.25, This has been refused 
and work is at a standstill. There are 
flow between 000 and 700 Indians at 
Agassiz gathered there for the hop luck- 
ing. The crop this season is an ex- 
ceptionally heavy one and unless it is 
got in quickly it will spoil. It is thus 
to be hoped that some satisfactory ar- 
rangements wiil soon be reached.

Britannia Development. — It is report- 
ed that negotiations are now proceeding 
in a deal whereby a 1900-foot tunnel will 
be driven through tiie mountain separat- 
ing the Juno Basin,, where the mine

[group of claims which recently passed 
Into the possession of Mr. S. S. Uuy- 
i no in 1 , general manager of the North 
I Vim Mining Co.. of Wyoming. Should 
the deal he consummated the tunnel wiil 
develop the Britannia lead! on the Edith 
fraction and the Fttirview claims, and 
then tap the lead through to the Bar- 
bara fraction and Empress claims mi the 
Empress group. It is said that the deal 
would involve the shipping of Empress 
.group ore through this tunnel to the Bri- 
tannia tramline, and its subsequent 
treatment at the Britannia Syndicate's 
concentrating plant at Britannia Beach, 
Howe Sound. 



1 Census Commissioner.-— R. Blue, chief 
census commissioner of the Dominion ac- 
companied by his son, Wilson Blue, of 
Winnipeg, a well known newspaperman, 
ha-s come west to arrange for a census 
W the new provinces of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan next summer, and is visit- 
ing the British Columbia coast cities.

Another 
treason for the taking of a census is that 
the government may arrive at the 
amount which should be paid to the new 
provinces under the per capita grant.. 



1 Condition of Indians. — Speaking about 
the morality of British Columbia Indians 
in view of the recent reports to the effect 
that Cape Mudge Indians have made a 
practice of selling their women, Mr. A. 
W. Vowell, Indian agent, stated, accord- 
ing to the Vancouver Province that the 
question of Indian morals was a most 
difficult one to deal with. He thought 
that there was much more license used 
in speaking of the immorality of the 
Indians than there would have been if 
it bad been whites that were spoken of. 
Asked if the Indians were dying out in 
British .Columbia, Mr. Vowell said the 
death rate was only increasing where 
the constitution of the native is being 
undermined through contact witli white 
civilization. Far from the haunts of 
white men the Indians are holding their 
own, even increasing in some cases.

On Sunday morning, while shooting 
at Braden Mountain, Buell Rombroug'h 
a blacksmith employed at the Victoria 
Machinery Depot and resident on the 
corner of Lampson street and Craig- 
flower road, was severely wounded in 
the throat and shoulder with buck- 
shot by James Docking, a plasterer, 
with whom he went to shoot deer In 
the woods of Braden Mountain, not 
far from Coldstream. 

Rombrough was about sixty yards 
from his shooting companion and 
partially obscured by the undergrowth 
when a deer started up between the 
two men. Docking- fired at the deer, 
and immediately afterward he heard 
his companion shout that ho had been 
hit 

Hurrying to him, he found Rom- 
brough bleeding from the mouth and 
shoulder. He at once lifted him, and 
by carrying him part of the way and 
assisting him to walk at times, • the 
two men reached a buggy, In which 
the wounded man was placed and 
brought to the city. 

Rombrough was brought to his 
residence at Esquimau soon after noon 
on Sunday, and Dr. Frank W. Hall 
was summoned about 2 o'clock. He 
made an examination of the victim's 
wounds and found that one shot had 
penetrated the unfortunate man's 
throat, which shot the victim had 
coughed up. It caused much hemorr- 
hage. Another shot entered the 
shoulder. The pellets were buckshot, 
part of the charge which Docking had 
fired at the deer. 

Rombrough was removed to the 
Provincial Royal Jubilee hospital after 
Dr. Hall's examination on Sunday, and 
yesterday the doctor had an X-ray 
photograph made in order to show the 
location of the shot still in the body 
of the wounded man. It is expected 
that Rombrough will recover, although 
the wounds are considered severe. 
Yesterday he was doing very well.

NEW YORK STOCKS. 

New York. Sept. 11.— The stock market 
remained under the shadow of the money 
situation today. The influence was most- 
ly sentimental, as there was little dis- 
turbance of loans and no notable change 
in the rate for money. The principal event 
of flic day In the world's money market 
was the advance In the official discount 
rate of the imperial Bank of Germany 
from :! to I per cent. It was generally 
expected that after fho rise In the Bank 
of England rate the German Institution 
would raise the rate, but the advance of 
a full one per cent, was not looked for. 
The Incident is a movement In the Inter- 
national contest for funds now develop- 
ing between the world's money markets. 
.Probably the action of the English and 
German banks Is partly a defensive meas- 
ure against New York's demand. It did 
not prevent n further quiet violent break 
in foreign exchange rates here, which car- 
ried the price of demand sterling within 
measurable distance of the rate at which 
gold could he engaged. It Is expected that 
before that Is touched further obstacles 
will be Interposed In foreign markets. The 
unprecedented loan contraction revealed 
by Saturday's bank statement continued 
the subject of Interested discussion. The 
bills offered In the exchange market 
which caused today's break -were mostly 
bankers' bills, which means that they rep- 
resented further borrowing of foreign 
funds. This Is a process which anticipates 
the making of exchange now being made. 
The week opens with a further large ab- 
sorption by the sub-treasury, and all re- 
ports point to the continued activity of 
business In nil directions and the enormous 
movement of grain and merchandise over 
the railroads. The drain of currency to 
the interior Is certain, therefore, to con- 
tinue for several weeks yea. II was lids 
discouraging prospect which carried pri 
downwards through the early 
day. The lack of urgency In 
and some very large individual baying of 
n few stocks of an Impressive character 
hefld (lie bears In check and the market 
set ill a full recovery about noon. The 
government crop report had Its part In 
this, the condition nf both corn and spring 
whfwt being regarded ns fully holding the 
previous promises. .Some positive strength 
In Canadian Pacific, St. Paul and American 
Smelling and n notable absorption of 'Erie 
had ii strong sympathetic effect on the re- 
covery.

OLD AND NEW WHEAT FLOURS. 

By Burr. 

There is always a demand for old 
wheat (lour a long time alter the new 
crop comes in. This demand is not only 
from the city baker, who makes qual- 
ity and conditions of flour a life 
study, but it extends even to the rural 
districts whore the good farmer's wife 
has learned that she can get best re- 
sults from old wheal Hour. 

This distinction between "1.1 and 
now wheat flours has existed only in 
later years, since farmers have adopt- 
ed tin- practice of threshing their 
wheat nut id' shock directly after cut- 
ting. When they made it a rule to 
pul their wheat in stacks, ricks or 
barns, and nllow-ed it in remain mull 
all the elements thai go tn make up a 
perfeel berry had passed from the 
straw Into the grain, there was seldom 
any choice between the two flours. 
Then the grain was allowed tn pass 
through the sweating period and be- 
come perfectly matured. It was not 

dlfflcull then I'm- the miller t" make 
flour that would produce good bread 
the same day if was ground. 

Now, as conditions have changed so 
materially, we must look for and prac- 
tice t lie next best thing. It is con- 
tended that a good practice would be 
to grind and bold the flour for six 
months, when it would be suitable for 
bread- milking purposes. 

If tin- new wheat is ground as it 
comes to the mill, It is liable to be- 
come infested with eggs that soon 
hatch Into worms. If it does not, 
consider how long one must be kept 
• nit. of the use of the money he has 
invested In the wheat and. the cost of 
manufacturing It Into Hour. Besides 
tlds, the Hour will not be as good as 
if made from .,1(1 wheat, for the simple 
reason that the wheat has not f?one 
through the sweat, and, to a certain 
extent, the sweating will take place in 
the Hour, greatly to Its detriment. I 
am thoroughly convinced that flour 
made from old ■wheat will give bakers 
better satisfaction six weeks after 
being ground than will that made 
from new wheat threshed out of shock 
in six months after being ground, 

As suggested, to keep the Hour six 
months after grinding from new wheat: 
in one way to satisfy the trade. The 
next Is to have sufficient stornge room 
to store enough old wheat to supply 
the trade with old wheat Hour until 
the new Is (it to grind. Do not 
Imagine that consumers are cranks 
and don't know what they are talking; 
about when they say they must have 
old wheat Hour.
